Dias performing the mission as- 

ened me, to the destitute set- 
somenin of this State, 1 have 
occupied a field far less exten- 
sive, than was, | am sensible 
expected by the Trustees of the 

Society. My exertions have 

been confined, principally, to 

the counties of Washington and 

Orleans ; although, in a few in- 

stances, [ have preached in the 

counties of Caledonia, Windsor 
and Addison. 

Hight weeks were devoted to 
Calais, Cabot, Marshfield, and 
Plainfield. During this time, 
we were favoured, in some de- 
sree, with the infuence of the 
Spirit.
